History of a Planning Process

(The following article is the 
first of two concerning a process 
begun by the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning 
Commission’s planning depart- 
ment and later including all in- 
terested parties as they worked 
together to develop a Sector 
Plan/SMA for the Greenbeit 
Metro Station area including the 
A. H. Smith property.) | 

In December 1993 the 
Greenbelt Metro station at the 
end of the Green Line opened to 
the public. Long delayed, the 
event had been eagerly awaited. 
Earlier squabbles over where the 
line should be sited, whether east 
or west of the University of 
Maryland campus, had held up 
construction. Then, once the 
route alongside the CSX railroad 
track had been selected, new dis- 
agreements arose over guidelines 
concerning wetlands near the 
Greenbelt station and the location 
of the service yard. To reduce the 
impact on these wetlands, access 
from the Beltway was limited to 
a roadway from the west, though 
the City of Greenbelt lobbied for 
a full interchange. 

As with other Metro stations, 
the Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority (WMATA) be- 
gan studying ways to develop the 
adjacent land and the air rights 
over the facility. This initiative, 
mandated under WMATA’s char- 
ter as a transit authority, was di- 
rected toward increasing revenues 


and thus offsetting construction 
and maintenance costs as well as 
augmenting ridership. | 

Whatever explorations were 
initiated with private developers 
were carried out secretly. As re- 
ported by K. P. (“Dutch”) 
Heinemayer, director of the 
WMATA Office of Property De- 
velopment and Management, in a 
March 1998 work session with 
the Greenbelt City Council, at 
least one potential bid at the 
Greenbelt station had been 
deemed “not viable” and the deal 
fell through. In general, difficulty 
of access to the site was a major 
deterrent, even though 
Cherrywood Lane had been wid- 
ened at the time of construction 
of the station to accommodate au- 
tomobile traffic to and from the 
parking lot. 

1990 Master Plan 

Completion of the Metro sta- 
tion brought renewed attention to 
the 1990: Langley Park-College 
Park-Greenbelt Master Plan. Of 
particular interest was that seg- 
ment encompassing the Metro lot, 
which had been left with zoning 
categories unchanged, though a 
futher planning effort had been 
anticipated. In the words of a 
budget document by the Prince 
George’s County Planning Depart- 
ment of the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission (MNCPPC), future plan- 
ning would lead, it was thought, 
to “a higher density mixed-use 
development adjacent to the sta- 


tion.” 

To initiate the study process 
for the Greenbelt Metro area, the 
Planning Department including 
the A.H. Smith property to the 
south, in January 1996 assembled 
a staff team under project facili- 
tator Monty Kolste, chief of de- 
sign. Their charge was, first, to 
determine boundaries for the area 
to be studied, then to begin col- 
lection of data. The important 
next step was to identify stake- 
holders within and adjacent to the 
defined area. 

Planning Team 

The team gathered together by 
Kolste was ethnically diverse, and 
showed a wide range in technical 
expertise. They were sensitive to 
and respectful of the concerns 
and interests of community par- 
ticipants. Chosen as project leader 
was Joe Chang of the Urban De- 
sign Planning Division of 
MNCPPC. A native of Taiwan, 
where he became a registered ar- 
chitect, he later, like Kolste, re- 
ceived a master’s degree in urban 
planning from the University of 
Illinois. 

The ‘transportation resource 
planner is Harold Foster, an Afri- 
can American who grew up in 
Washington, D.C. He holds an 
undergraduate degree in urban 
and economic geography from 
Syracuse University and a 
master’s in regional planning 
from Cornell. Previously he 
worked for the Metro Oversight 
Office of the DC Department of

Local Snowfall Challenges 
Public Works, Fire, Police

Compared to the previous 
week, this past Sunday’s snow 
was “harder to push because of 
the frozen crust,” according to 
Acting Superintendent Bill Phelan 
of Public Works. Most of the 
streets and courts were cleared by 
Tuesday morning, with sidewalks, 
the overpass and school parking 
lots scheduled to be done that 
day. The three snowstorms of the 
season have put “a continuing 
drag on personnel,” Phelan said. 

Trash collection has been diffi- 
cult because some of the walks 
were not cleared by the residents 
and one of the crew fell. Phelan 
reports they want to get all the 
trash, but the crew has been told 
not to go on sidewalks that are 
not cleared. He asks residents 
who can’t get their walk cleared 
to please put their trash at the end 
of their walk (up near the court) 
or down at the road. Anyone 
needing assistance with snow 
shoveling may call CARES at 
301-345-6660, where there is a 
list of students willing to work 
for a fee. 

The snow equipment is being 
repaired as quickly as it breaks 
and everything is running. How- 
ever, with equipment in use 15-20 


hours a day, Phelan is concerned 
about replacement if the bad 
weather continues. 

Trees were icy, but none were 
down during the most recent 
storm. Phelan attributes the pre- 
vention to active pruning and the 
careful watching of trees. (Public 
Works maintains a list of trees 


classified by hazard.) Several of 


the crew have been well trained in 
caring for trees. 

According to Chief Randy 
Krob, the Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment assisted with the major water 
main break in College Park, using 
four-wheel drive vehicles to get 
people off the street. 

Department members also pro- 
vided rides to work for nurses at 
local hospitals. Chief Krob com- 
mended the citizens of Greenbelt, 
saying that most people were wise 
and stayed home during the snow, 
thereby preventing accidents. 

Greenbelt Police spent a rela- 
tively quiet afternoon during the 
snow and sleet on SuperBow! 
Sunday, Lt. John Kemp told the 
News Review. Unlike the situa- 


tion in the heavy snowstorm of 


the preceding week, officers did 
not need four-wheel drive vehicles, 
he noted. In both storms, all pa- 
trol officers made it to work. 


Checking the daily log, he said 
that although there were few inci- 
dents, three involved domestic 
disputes, one a violent incident. 
Cabin or football fever may have 
contributed, he speculated. A late 
entry in the log was a 10 p.m. 
police response to a call about 
people throwing snowballs at a 
door in Greenbelt East.

Council Approves Citizen 
Speed Watch Program

It might not be “big brother” 
watching you, or the police, but 
it could be your neighbor. Un- 
der a new community policing 
initiative unanimously approved 
by the Greenbelt City Council at 
its January 24 meeting, 
Greenbelt residents will be able 
to check out a police radar de- 
vice, set it up on a street, mea- 
sure the speed of cars and 
record the license numbers of 
speeding vehicles. 

Turned over to the police, the 
information will generate letters 
to the speeders from Chief of 
Police James Craze telling the 
car owners (drivers can’t be 
identified in this process) that 
their vehicles were observed 
speeding. There are no penal- 
ties involved in this program, 
and the information cannot be 
used in court. However, the let- 
ters of remonstrance will be kept 
on file in the chief’s office, ac- 
cording to Craze, and might be 
used to produce a more strongly 
worded follow-up letter, should 
a violating vehicle be caught a 
second time.

Councilmember Edward Putens 
claimed responsibility for bring- 
ing this idea to the attention of 
city staff—he had heard a radio 
report about a similar program 
used by the City of Rockville 
and had asked City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin to look 
into the idea. Councilmember 
Alan Turnbull was not present 
at that part of the meeting, but 
had informed the mayor that he 
had no problem with the pro- 
posal. Councilmember Thomas 
White wondered facetiously if 
the police chief could sentence 
violators to attend a council 
meeting, that particular meeting 
being long and tedious. 
Program 

Chief Craze noted a series of 
requirements before citizens can 
get a radar gun to use to catch 
neighbors. According to the 
program draft submitted by the 
chief, citizens first write or call 


the police department (301-507 x 
t ‘ 


6500) to indicate their interes 
in initiating a Neighborhood 
Speed Watch Program. The 
Crime Prevention Officer will 
schedule the speed watch 
projects on a first-come, first- 
served basis. Citizens are pro- 
vided with training to operate a 
radar device and instruction on 
the collection of data, including 
appropriate behavior. The chief 
emphasized at the meeting the

First, Greenbelt Homes 
would not allow us to enter his 
apartment without official 
documentation, even though 
they’ve known our family for 
40 years. Instead they called 
the police who would only al- 
low us to remove his cat. Af- 
ter appealing to their sense of 
reasonableness, under their 
watchful eyes, they allowed us 
to remove a suit to bury him 
in. | 

Next, as we removed our 
father’s personal effects from 
his apartment a neighbor re- 
ported us to the landlord for 
taking up too many parking 
spaces. As it happened we 
were only using one of five 
that were available, The next 
day another neighbor who was 
on foot confronted us about not 
having a parking sticker. Ap-

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parently the six empty parking 
spaces we had left open were 
not adequate. 

We forgive those who should 
be ashamed and thank God for 
those who helped our father 
while he was alive. We thank 
the neighbor who took care of 
his cat and those who called 
911. 

We appreciate all of the sup- 
port we received during this 
difficult time. We praise the 
Lord for family, friends, and 
neighbors who visited the fu- 
neral home and came to the 
burial mass. We also honor 
those who sent cards and flow- 
ers and offered food and laugh- 
ter and tears.

Knowing family members does 
not assure us of their legal right 
to another family member’s prop- 
erty or possessions. Many times 
there are family situations of 
which we are not aware, and al- 
lowing surviving family members 
access to the home or property of 
the deceased can lead to a legal 
entanglement. Only those named 
on a lease agreement or other 
proprietary document can be 
given access to a home unless 
they have legal documentation to 


~ down on her own.

show they have been named as 
personal representative. Our 
practice is to utilize the assistance 
of a law enforcement officer to 
Serve as a neutral third party in 
the absence of official documen- 
tation. While this may be offen- 
sive to family members and loved 
ones, it is a necessary business 
procedure and also protects the 
family members and estate of the 
deceased. No personal affront is 
intended. 

In a close-knit community 
such as ours, it is not uncommon 
for neighbors to notice when 
strangers are around. Without 
knowing the reason for their pres- 
ence, they may report any change 
in activity to management. Well- 
meaning neighbors can offend 
others in an attempt to seek reas- 
surance.

Kids Study Beans at Mishkan Torah School 


by Bonnie Korr 

Zipper cream, purple chow- 
der, October beans — the 
names were as colorful and en- 
ticing as the beans themselves. 
The children at Mishkan Torah 
Nursery School gathered in a 
circle and. eyed the piles of 
beans in front of them — long, 
slender, smooth yellow ones 
and green ones; straight, thick, 
lumpy green ones and curved, 
flat ones; purple and green 
speckled pods; yellow and 
green mottled ones; and pink 
and cream spotted, bumpy Oc- 
tober beans, the last of the fall 
harvest at the farmers’ market. 
Fingers reached out to touch. 
The guessing game began. 
What was inside each pod? 
What size were the seeds? 
What color, what shape, how 


many? Could you eat the whole 
pod, or only the seed? Would 
the seeds grow if you planted 
them? 

Each child made a prediction 
for, and then split open, each 
type of bean. What a surprise 
to discover tiny green seeds in 
a thick, purple pod; round, tan 
seeds in green and yellow 
speckled pods; and large kidney 
bean-shaped seeds, some white, 
some speckled, some all pink, 
in the October bean pods. 

The highlight of the bean 
work was, in theory, the tasting 
party. But when you are three 
or four years old, some foods 
are much more intriguing to ex- 
amine than to actually put on 
your snack plate, let alone into 
your mouth. Since parents 


might be bolder, each child

Public Works, where he had ex- 
perience with development of the 
Addison Road and _ West 
Hyattsville sites. He joined 
MNCPPC in 1994. 

The two female members of 
the team are Stacy Miller, a na- 
tive of Maine, and Virginian Jen- 
nifer Smith. Both are white. The 
former, who has worked with the 
Planning Division for 10 years, 
holds degrees in geography and 
forest resources. She worked 
previously as an industrial for- 
ester and for some time headed a 
private consulting business where 
she did extensive mapping. 
Smith, a landscape architect and 
urban designer and a graduate of 
Virginia Tech, joined the team in 
early 1998. 

Finally, Chidy Umeozulu, a 
native of Nigeria, holds two de- 
grees, in architecture and urban 
planning, from the University of 
Louisiana. He has been a mem- 
ber of the MNCPPC staff for 11 
years. 

Stakeholders 

Stakeholders designated by the 
team included the three adjacent 
municipalities, College Park, 
Berwyn Heights and Greenbelt; 
nearby commercial developments, 
Beltway Plaza and Capital Office 
Park; owners of the two proper- 
ties in question, A. H. Smith and 
Associates and WMATA; and 
owners of the Springhill Lake 
apartment complex. 
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Kap Kapistan and Dean 
Armstrong, land planner with 
Fossett and Brugger, were chosen 
to represent the interests respec- 
tively of Beltway Plaza and Capi- 
tal Office Park. Richard “Chip” 
Reed, an attorney with the 
Metroland LLC property owners, 
attended meetings on behalf of 
the A. H. Smith owners. All 
three joined the planning effort 
when it began; all three stayed 
with it until it concluded in No- 
vember 1999. 

In addition, Planning Depart- 
ment staff invited citizens from 
within a one-mile radius of the 
Metro station platform to partici- 
pate. Among those who re- 
sponded from Greenbelt were city 
councilmembers Thomas X. 
White, Alan Turnbull, . and 
Rodney . Roberts; another 
Greenbelter who turned up for 
the first meeting, which was held 
at the Greenbelt Middle School, 
was Tom Renahan. 

Skepticism 

White, who attended this first 
meeting of stakeholders in Janu- 
ary 1998, describes his attitude, 
as well as that of most other in- 
vited participants, as skeptical 
about the value of participating in 
the planning process. Their atti- 
tude was soured, he reported, by 
what had happened in the early 
90’s to another Metro station en- 
terprise—one involving citizens 
and planning staff concerning de- 
velopment near the College Park 
Metro station. 

In that case, after a long pro- 
cess involving a special zoning

category called a Transit District 
Overlay Zone (or TDOZ), previ- 
ously used for the West 
Hyattsville and Prince George’s 
Plaza stations, the planning pro- 
cess had collapsed. Developers 
found the TDOZ too restrictive, 
charging it was unworkable in 
the market. Perhaps the timing 
was wrong, since the economy 
just then was in a downturn. 
From the point of view of 
citizen participants, however, the 
work they had done-especially 
their concern for the interests of 
nearby residents—seemed to 
have goné for naught. From 
their perspective WMATA took 
no interest in the quality of the 
neighborhood but capitulated 
wholly to the desires of prospec- 


tive developers... 4. i 


Park and Planning staff ha 
also been disappointed by this 
outcome and Kolste and Chang, 
White said, were “determined” to 
make this new effort work. As a 
planning category, the TDOZ 
was discarded for the Greenbelt 
station. 

Introductory Meeting 

The first meeting of the 
Greenbelt Metro area study 
group was structured like a brief- 
ing, White said. Held in the 
school gymnasium, the presenta- 
tion utilized maps and graphs 
highlighting different aspects of 
the study area. Among these 
were maps detailing current land 
use, several aerial views, and, in 
White’s words, “an excellent en- 
vironmental map” showing soil 
quality and the hydrology of the 
region. He characterizes the 
quality of information presented 
by the planning staff as “impres- 

“It blew my mind away,” 
White said; it made visible “how 
challenged this site was’—how 
poor the underlying soil and how 
extensive the flood plain. 

As the meeting proceeded, 
those attending arranged them- 
selves into three groups around 
specific interests: land use, trans- 
portation, and environment. The 
specific area they were studying 
included all the land east of 
Rhode Island Avenue in College 
Park and west of Kenilworth Av- 
enue. The northern border was 
Sunnyside Avenue in Beltsville 
and the southern, the commercial 
properties on the south side of 
Greenbelt Road. 

Almost at once a “pretty good 
consensus” developed among 
those in the third group, White 
said, “about what environmental 
matters were important.” He 
noted the importance of citizen 
input in this process, since some 





members had lived all their lives 
in the area. They knew, for ex- 
ample, what had happened to In- 
dian Creek and its flood plain, 
including the impact. on 
Greenbelt Road, when such a 
major event as Hurricane Agnes 
had dumped its torrential rains. 
Focus Group 

Those attending the initial 
meeting were invited to continue 
serving as participants, and many 
did. What was called the focus 
group continued to explore the 
implications of development 
within the area. As the same 


people met every other month, 


working together through various 
issues as these evolved, their 
Original skepticism began to 
moderate. There was a general 
consensus, White said, that they 
needed to “get it right at the 
concept planning stage.” 

Renahan confirms the collegi- 
ality of the working groups. 
“We were very good at getting 
along with each other,” he said. 
Meetings were “amicable and 
businesslike. I enjoyed being 
among these people,” he added. 

Staff Preparations 

This quality of interaction did 
not occur accidentally. It had 
been nurtured through staff 
guidelines and working principles 
long before the first stakeholder 
meeting had taken place. The 
Planning Department’s mission 
statement, developed some three 
years earlier, stressed “facilitating 
effective intergovernmental and 
citizen involvement.” The state- 
ment charged staff members to 


“work cooperatively with deci- 


sion-makers, citizens and other 
agencies.” 

This document thus set the 
tone for interactions among the 


staff and with members of the 


community, directing them to re- 
spect and recognize “each indi- 
vidual effort” and encouraging 
them to use such collaborative 
modes as “partnerships, team- 
work and systems of thinking.” 
Staff preparations for the plan- 
ning process took two years. 
Possibly long experience with 
cooperative processes’ by 
Greenbelt participants aided these 
group interactions. Yet it was 
hard to detect a different deport- 
ment among the Berwyn Heights 
or College Park attendees. 
County Council Actions 
Not long after this first meet- 
ing of stakeholders, a parallel 


event occurred through the aegis 
of the Metroland LLC partners. 
On June 9, 1998, after some 
seven revisions, the county coun- 
cil passed a bill, CB 35, which 
amended the zoning text to al- 
low a mixed-use Metro Planned 
Community on property zoned 
heavy industrial-the zoning cat- 
egory for the A. H. Smith prop- 
erty. 

This had been preceded by 
the passage on April 7 of a 
council resolution, CR17-1998, 
which directed the county plan- 
ning staff to proceed with a sec- 
tor plan and sectional map 
amendment for the A’ H. Smith, 
WMATA, and surrounding prop- 
erties.. Throughout this legisla- 
tive process, nearby municipali- 
ties, including Greenbelt, were 
apprised of this initiative. 

As the focus group continued 
to meet, the county council ac- 
cepted in principle that the 
group’s work would lead to a 
Sectional Map Amendment 
(SMA). In July 1998, the 
council formally authorized de- 
velopment of an SMA. 

Larger Group 

This action began a formal 
program of public participation 
beyond the initial focus group. 
On May 28, 1998 a public fo- 
rum had taken place at the 
MNCPPC building on 
Kenilworth Avenue in Riverdale 
(now Riverdale Park) to inform 
area citizens of what lay ahead. 
Motivation for this wider plan- 
ning effort, as described in a ret- 
rospective background document, 
Greenbelt Metro Area Sector 
Plan of December 3, 1999, was 
that “Unguided growth...could 
adversely affect the surrounding 
communities by increasing con- 
gestion, harming fragile, cultural 
and natural assets, and encour- 
age uncoordinated piecemeal de- 
velopment.” 

The Sector Plan, as an offi- 
cial document, was envisioned to 
become a policy guide for devel- 
opment over the next two or 
three decades. It would utilize a 
six-year cycle of plan review 
with the understanding “that the 
vision and goals” could “be ap- 
proached in stages dependent on 
market activity.” The planners 
expected that “periodic updates” 
would be necessary.

importance of training participants 
on how to interact, should they 
be confronted by a motorist. 
Training would last not more 
than.a few hours, the chief told 
this reporter. 

Expressing concern that the 
program “not become a vigilante 
effort, or something like that,” 
Craze noted that the observation 
team would have to consist of 
three people — one of whom 
would operate the radar gun, an- 
other record: vehicle. information 
(date, time, make, model, color, 
tag number, and speed), while a 
third would verify the informa- 
tion. 

Residents would collect data 
during the times they feel speed- 
ing is worst. While the staff rec- 
ommendation limited activity to 
the residents’ neighborhood, a re- 
port of the Public Safety Advi- 
sory Committee, also approved 
by the council, would give citi- 
zens the option of working out- 
side their personal neighborhood, 
and encouraged alumni of the 
Police Academy to provide the 
service. (Neither Craze or 
McLaughlin commented on this 
proposal.) 

Letter 

After obtaining registration in- 
formation from the Motor Vehicle 
Department, Craze will send a 
letter to the violating vehicles’ 
owners. Craze indicated that 
some tolerance for speed above 
the limit will be allowed, but 
wouldn’t say what. The tolerance 
would depend upon the location 
and traffic situation. But a letter 
wouldn’t be sent/for a violation 
of just one mile per hour, he 
said.

NEW Office hours: 
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WSSC Responds | 
To Concerns 


Reacting to a nationwide 
broadcast on the CBS television 
news show, 60 Minutes, on gaso- 
line contaminants in groundwater 
and wells, the Washington Subur- 
ban Sanitary Commission 
(WSSC) has reassured its custom- 
ers that its water supplies have 
not been contaminated by the 
gasoline additive methyl tertiary 
butyl ether (MTBE), a chemical 
addition that makes gasoline burn 
cleaner. The WSSC, which sup- 
plies water and wastewater ser- 
vices to Montgomery and Prince 
George’s counties in Maryland, 
was quick to note that all of its 
water supplies are from surface 
water (rivers and lakes). MTBE 
has not been found in recent 
samples from its water supplies 
analyzed at WSSC laboratories, 
nor in a national survey for 
MTBE over a year ago.
